It  has  been  long  said  and  nghtfulh 
so.  Mount  Olive  College  w  ould  not  stand 
today  if  not  for  Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper. 
Although  our  steadfast  founding  and 
sponsoring  body  has  been  the  Conven- 
tion of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  Dr. 
Raper  has  presided  over  every  step  of 
academic,  campus  and  student  develop- 
ment in  the  collegers  40-year  history 
and.  more  importantly  to  our  students 
and  alumni,  he  has  presided  over  every 
graduation  service  the  college  has 
known. 

Dr  Raper  accepted  the  position  of 
president  in  1954.  he  has  explained,  to 
repay  a  personal  debt  he  owed  to  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  the 
church  that  gave  him  eight  years  of  care 
at  the  Children's  Home  in  Middlesex 
and  provided  the  opportunity  for  an- 
other eight  years  of  education  through 
Duke  university  and  Duke  Divinity 
School:  in  all.  a  debt  of  sixteen  years. 
He  has  repaid  the  debt  with  40  years  of 
faith,  perseverance  and  leadership:  a 
lifetime  of  service.  For  his  service,  the 
college,  the  church  and  the  people  may 
now  owe  him  a  debt  that  cannot  be  re- 
paid except  through  eternal  love  and 
gratitude. 

But  on  the  foundation  of  our  church, 
there  have  really  been  two  pillars  sup- 
porting the  college:  at  the  side  of  Presi- 
dent Raper.  there  has  been  Rose  Mallard 


Raper.  his  wife  and  our  First  Ladv.  She 
has  given  a  face  to  Proverbs  31:10.  "who 
can  find  a  virtuous  wife?  For  her  worth 
is  far  above  rubies."  Every  step  of  the 
way.  her  footsteps  are  printed,  however 
visibly  or  faintly,  beside  Dr.  Raper's 
own.  Wherever  he  has  been,  there  was 
also  Miss  Rose,  a  real  trailblazer  who 
did  w  ith  grace  and  excellence  all  that  no 
one  had  done  before  her  as  First  Ladv. 
Mount  Olive  College  is  as  much  her 

child  —  her  legacy  —  as  it  is  Dr. 
Raper's. 

While  her  husband  gave  his  college 
legs  to  stand  upon  and  sustained  it  to 
live,  Rose  Mallard  Raper  raised  their 
other  six  children.  In  recognizing  her 
efforts  and  the  travails  of  his  children. 
Dr.  Raper  has  declared.  "They  are  the 
ones  who  have  sacrificed  —  not  me." 
All  of  their  sacrifices,  those  of  the  entire 
Raper  family,  have  given  us  a  home  for 
our  heritage  and  for  that,  we  are  truly 
grateful. 

As  for  Miss  Rose  alone.  "Give  her 
the  fruits  of  her  hands,  and  let  her  ow  n 
works  praise  her  in  the  gates."  (Prov. 
31:31)  Her  works  have  ensured  her 
reward,  and  it  eclipses  any  earthly 
honour  we  could  devise.  She  has  truly 
been  a  remarkable  woman,  and  her 
works  continue. 


Much  has  been  written  about  Mount 
Olive  College's  humble  origins  as 
Mount  Allen  Junior  College  near  Black 
Mountain,  founded  by  a  vote  at  Marsh 
Swamp  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  near  Sims,  and  its  later  opening 
in  an  abandoned  school  building  in 
Mount  Olive.  The  stories  now  become 
legend  as  the  college  moves  into  a  new 
era  under  the  able  leadership  of  Presi- 
dent J.  William  Byrd  and  First  Lady 
Marvis  Edwards  Byrd.  The  potential 
they  bring  to  our  family  promises  that 
Mount  Olive  College's  future  is  indeed 
bright.  But  at  the  heart  of  all  legends 
remains  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Raper.  who  opened 
their  home  to  students  from  all  w  alks  of 
life,  who  traveled  and  worked  tirelessly 
throughout  the  state  on  behalf  of  their 
college,  who  endeavored  to  make  a  vi- 
sion real. 

The  fact  that  Mount  Olive  College 
served  well  thousands  of  students  and 
stands  today  is  a  testament  to  their  lives. 
Through  the  halls  of  its  buildings, 
through  the  walkways  of  its  campus, 
they  will  not  —  they  cannot  —  leave  us. 

Not  only  for  these  reasons,  but  for  all 
the  reasons  that  all  of  Mount  Olive 
College's  students  and  alumni  hold  cher- 
ished in  their  hearts,  the  Mount  Olive 
College  family  is  filled  w  ith  pnde  as  we 
dedicate  the  1995  Olive  Leaves  to  W. 
Burkette  Raper  and  Rose  Mallard  Raper. 
There  will  never  be  another  President 
and  First  Lady  to  do  so  much,  for  so 
long,  for  us  all.

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The  1994-95  Men's  Soccer  Team  kept  all  of  us  on  the  edge  of  our  seats,  as 
the  Mount  Olive  College  Trojans  went  into  battle,  kicking  their  way  into  the 
history  book.  The  Trojans  had  their  most  winning  season  with  a  9-8-1  overall 
and  a  3-3- 1  Carolina  Conference  record.  The  Men's  team  captured  a  respectable 
third  place  finish  in  the  conference. 


Head  Coach  Neil  Roberts,  in  his  third  season,  had  his  Trojans  working  on  the 
basics  early.  By  the  time  the  first  match  of  the  season  rolled  around,  many  fans 
saw  a  new  enthusiasm  emerge  from  this  year's  team.  Coach  Roberts  had  his 
team  ready  to  do  battle  with  the  best  in  both  conference  and  non-conference 
competition. 

The  Trojans  dropped  their  first  two  games  with  USC  Aiken  and  Methodist 
College,  but  came  back  strong  in  their  next  five  matches  winning  four  and 
settling  for  a  3-3-  tie  with  rival  Belmont  Abbey  in  an  overtime  match. 

In  the  first  round  of  the  CIAC  Tournament  the  Trojans  stunned  St.,  Andews 
with  a  1-0  defeat.  In  the  second  round  the  Trojans  dropped  a  tough  one  against 
Pfeiffer  College. 


Honors  went  to  Jimmy  Boyle  for  his  outstanding  play  and  leadership.  Boyle 
was  named  to  the  1994-95  All  Carolina  Conference  Men's  Soccer  Team.
